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DETAILED ACTION 
Request for Interview 

1 . Regarding applicant's request for an interview, a voice mail message was left for Mr. 
Thomas Moga on July 1 , 2004 to indicate an interview could be held July 6-8, 2004 before an 
Office action would be prepared for counting and mailing by July 9, 2004. No response was 
received by the examiner. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on April 23, 2004. These drawings are approved by the 
examiner. 

Specification 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: "said ratcheting means further including a biasing element, said first teeth 
being formed on said biasing element". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. There is no description, in the disclosure as originally filed, for a biasing 
element. Particularly where the biasing means is part of the ratcheting element and the first 
teeth are on the biasing element. This is a NEW MATTER rejection. 
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5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

There is no clear structure set forth for a biasing element having the first teeth thereon. It 
is unclear how the biasing element encourages the first teeth to engagement with the second 
teeth. 

The structure of the connection between the inner cap and the outer cap is not clearly 
set forth in the claims. There is no structure in claims 1 and 5 for fixedly coupling the inner cap 
to the outer cap. It is unclear if "fixedly coupled" in claim 1 and 5 is the same as "integrally 
connected" in claims 2 and 6. If these are the same, it is suggested that the dependent claims 
be incorporated into the independent claims or make the language consistent between the 
independent and dependent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-8 are would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion

disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or claimed 
are cited for their disclosures.
